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Campaña contra violencia doméstica

Los Ángeles (EFE) —.El 
Fondo Mexicoamericano para la 
Defensa Legal y la Educación 
(MALDEF, por sus siglas en 
inglés) presentó una campaña 
de prevención de la violencia 
doméstica entre diferentes co- 
munidades étnicas del sur de 
California. 

“La violencia doméstica es 
una epidemia global que trascien- 
de género, raza, religión, nivel 
educacional y estatus económico”, 
dijo en conferencia de prensa 
John Trasviña, Presidente de 
MALDEF. “Duele en cualquier 
persona, en cualquier cultura o 
ubicación geográfica, el impacto 
tiene consecuencias devastadoras 
y a menudo los abusos no son 
reportados”, indicó. 

Trasviña explicó que el Pro- 
grama para la prevención de 
violencia doméstica consiste en 
información y videos de drama- 
tizaciones de abusos para dejar 
claro que “la violencia doméstica 
es un crimen”. Además de MAL- 
DEF, en el diseño de la campaña 
han participado el Centro Legal de 
Americanos Asiáticos del Pacífico 
(APALC) y la Liga Urbana de 
Los Angeles (LAUL) quienes han 
recibido una donación de un mi- 
llón de dólares de la compañía de 
telecomunicaciones Verizon. 

“En 2008 los vídeos serán 
transmitidos en inglés y español 
por varias cadenas de radio y 
televisión en el sur de California”, 
dijo Trasviña. 

“Y también los vamos a tener

en el sitio web de YouTube y en 
nuestro sitio en Internet (www. 
maldef.org), además de trabajar 
con las comunidades de base para 
hacer llegar el mensaje a toda la 
gente”, agregó. 

La campaña fue presentada 
ante miembros de organizaciones 
comunitarias y estudiantes de 
secundaria en el Centro de Teatro 
del Nuevo Los Ángeles. En una 


pantalla gigante fueron proyecta- 
dos los videos sobre la violencia 
verbal, física y sicológica entre 
parejas de adolescentes y entre fa- 
miliares asiáticos, afroamericanos 
e hispanos. 

Blair Taylor, Presidente de 
LAUL, expresó que era importante 
lanzar una campaña multicultural 
en Los Ángeles, porque se trata 
de uno de los rasgos característi-

- SJ's Project Homeless Connect

People react differently when they see a 
homeless person. Some avert their eyes and pre- 
tend they don’t see them and others just give them 
a look of disgust and continue on their way. There 
are some who reach in their wallets and give the 
person some money or a donation of food. Still, 
who can really say that they’ve looked a person 
who is homeless in the eyes and genuinely asked, 
what do you need and how can I help you? 

The volunteers at Project Homeless Connect, 
an event on Wednesday December 5, did. 

Hundreds lined up outside the McEnery 
convention center, where the event was held. 
Thankfully people heard about the event through 
a mass outreach effort conducted by volunteers 
from Mission Community College who went 


“to the rivers, inside caverns, under bridges, by 


the railroads and to the creek beds to spread the 
word. 
Exhibit Hall 1 in the convention center was 


filled with booths that supplied a foot spa, hair- 


cuts, massages, as well as the basic necessities 


of a winter coat, clothes, and/or a pair of shoes. 
Attendees received a gift bag filled with toiletries 
and bus tokens were handed out freely. Also in at- 
tendance were mobile hospitals providing mental, 
internal and dental services. 

San Jose was not the only city where Project 
Homeless Connect was taking place, 150 other 
communities nationwide hosted the same event. 
Mayor Chuck Reed was applauded at the event 
when he said, “The City of San Jose has a 10 
year plan to end homelessness but we can’t do it 
alone. Volunteers and members of the community 
make it possible.” 

Veterans Affairs and the Housing Authority 
had volunteers there to help people fill out forms 
to receive services. Julie is currently living in 
housing provided by section 8 but was formerly 
homeless and spoke at the event. When the police, 
approached her by the railroad tracks, they found 
a wrinkled housing voucher in her pocket, which 
she had carried in hopes of one day using. 

Julie said, “I was homeless on and off for 17

“I thought I knew how to start 
my business before I attended the 
Business Training Academy, but 
now, I really do know how to do it” 
stated Arturo Guerrero, a fledging 
entrepreneur as he was given his 
diploma Saturday evening, Decem- 
ber 01, 2007, at Mission College’s 
Hospitality Center. 

Arturo’s dream is to start a 
sheet metal business in Silicon Va- 
lley. Similar words were echoed by 
six of the nine persons who complet- 
ed the Business Training Academy’s 
(BTA) inaugural “Entrepreneurship 
101” training course. 

Another new graduate, Ms. 
Claudette Olvera from Daly City, 
said that “the BTA instructors and 
curriculum helped me organize my 
thoughts, ideas and concepts. Now I 
am more confident about launching 
my business.” 

The graduates were honored 
by the participation of Ms. Patricia 
Mahan, Mayor of Santa Clara, and 
Ms.Rosalie Ledesma, Mission Col- 
lege’s Interim Dean of Workforce & 
Continuing Education. Both spoke 
encouraging words to the graduates. 
Also attending were family mem- 
bers and friends of the graduates, 
the instructors, and two key spon- 
sors: Geoff and Carla Davis of DBC 
Commercial Group, whose facility 
hosted the classes. Another spon- 
sor, Bench-Tek Solutions, provided 
much needed software support. 

The classes became a real- 
ity when BTA was able to garner 
teaching commitments from 10 ex- 
perienced, degreed and professional 
local business men and women. 
Instructors included a; CPA, CFO, 
Attorney, Internet, Marketing, 
Insurance and HR consultants, a 
Dale Carnegie sales and motiva-

tional trainer, and two university 
business professors. All taught on 
pro bono basis. They wanted to 
make this course very affordable to 
the first group. Normally, a course 
with this content and professional 
instructors would cost from $2,500 
to over $5,000. 

This intensive and sequential 
course was conducted over an 
eleven Saturday mornings. During 
these 45 hours, students learned a 
variety of business topics, starting 
with Goal Setting, then how to do.a 
feasibility study, marketing research 
and strategies, operations, finances, 
legal aspects and over eight hours of 
sales trainings. 

The BTA course was the cul- 
mination of almost three years of 
planning by a diverse group of 
community minded individuals who 
want to increase economic devel- 
opment of not only Hispanics, but 
also of all other persons in Silicon 
Valley whose dream is to be their 


own boss. 

The Business Training Aca- 
demy is a training initiative of the 
Hispanic Small Business Network 
(HSBN). The formation of HSBN 
was also the long-held dream of one 
local business man: Mr. Ernie An- 
drade of All-Bright Cleaning who 
wanted to help people how to start 
and grow their own business. 

He persuaded over 15 other 
like-minded persons to help him in- 
corporate this non-profit, economic 
development corporation on Sep- 
tember 03, 2004. HSBN received 
the IRS’s tax exempt 501(c)(3) 
status in April 2006; which pro- 
pelled them into developing the 
entrepreneurship curriculum. The 
BTA program has been directed by 
David Q. Bonilla, former Chair of 
Business & Computer Science at the 
National Hispanic University, and 
currently a business and real estate 
sales consultant,and an instructor at 
University of Phoenix.<>

Gobernador una pronta acción para 
enfrentar la avalancha de embargos 
que sufren los propietarios de vi- 
vienda del estado. 

“Es mejor que usted crea que

enfrentando”, señaló en rueda de 
prensa Núñez (D-Los Angeles), 
al pedir al Gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger que apruebe un 
paquete legislativo que busca ayu- 
dar a los propietarios que enfrentan 
embargos. ' 

De acuerdo con el nuevo in- 
forme de la firma especializada 
RealtyTrac, aunque los registros de 
acciones de embargo en California 
disminuyeron 2% en octubre de 
2007, el estado sigue en el segundo 
lugar en el país con 1 embargo por 
cada 258 viviendas. 

“Esta es nuestra crisis más 
inmediata”, señaló Núñez al pedir 
a Schwarzenegger que convoque a 
una sesión legislativa especial para 
encontrar caminos de solución al 
elevado número de embargos de 
propiedades en el “Estado Do- 
rado”. 

El legislador comparó la situa- 
ción de los dueños de vivienda con 
la escasez de agua a largo plazo en 
California y la reforma de salud 
del estado, los otros dos temas 
que se espera que los legisladores 
estudien en las sesiones especiales 
convocadas por el Gobernador. Al 
registrar en octubre 50,401 acciones 
relacionadas con embargos, Califor- 
nia presentó el mayor número de 
actividades de embargo del país. 

Según RealtyTrac, cerca de 


intereses más altos, se otorgan a 
personas que no tienen buen crédito 
o no pueden demostrar sus ingresos, 
caso frecuente entre la comunidad 
latina. 

“Necesitamos golpear ahora 
mismo, mientras el hierro está 
caliente”, expresó el presidente de 
la Asamblea, quien señaló que los 
altibajos económicos le costarán 
al estado y a los gobiernos locales 
cerca de 4,000 millones de dólares 
por ingresos no recibidos. 

No obstante, no todos estan de 
acuerdo con precipitar acciones le- 
gislativas. El lider de la minorfa del 
Senado Dick Ackerman (R-Dustin) 
señaló que aunque los embargos son 
un problema serio, también son el 
resultado de acciones equivocadas 
por parte de los prestamistas o los 
compradores. 

ForeclosureRadar, una em- 
presa especializada en registro y 
seguimiento de embargos, señaló 
que durante octubre de 2007 fueron 
subastadas 12,336 propiedades en 
California, lo que representa un au- 
mento de 40% con respecto al mes 
anterior y de 568% en relación con 
septiembre 2006. 

Sin embargo, Eduardo Mar- 
tínez, economista e investigador 
de la Corporación de Desarro- 
llo Económico de Los Ángeles 
(LAEDC, en inglés), aunque reco- 
noce que el problema de los em- 
bargos afecta directamente a los 
propietarios, muchos de ellos lati- 
nos, no cree que genere una quiebra 
económica del estado. 

“California por sí sola repre- 


senta una las más grandes economías 
del mundo y el mercado de vivienda 
es sólo una parte de toda su fuerza 
económica”, señaló Martínez.

Brittnger indicó que tras el 
anuncio de la agencia federal, co- 
merciantes, así como alcaldes de 
El Paso y Ciudad Juárez, México, y 
representantes de los consulados de 
México y de Estados Unidos en la 
frontera se reunieron con miembros 
del Departamento de Seguridad 
Nacional de Washington de visita 
en la región fronteriza. 

Por su parte, miembros de la 
administración municipal de El 
Paso denunciaron esta semana que 
las industrias estadounidenses están 
perdiendo millones de dólares por la

fueron la inspiración para algunos 
de los videos. 

“Cuando yo era niña miraba 
como mi padre maltrataba a mi 
madre”, dijo Casandra Chihuahua, 
de 17 años. “Y vi como en muchas 
familias el señor siempre maltrataba 
a la mujer y mi mamá me explicó 
que era machismo en la cultura”. 

Chihuahua contó que nunca 
creyó que iba a vivir una situación 
similar, hasta que tuvo un novio. 
“Todo empezó bien; pero era muy 
agresivo y me presionaba o me 
halaba. Nunca me pegó; pero en 
la escuela una señora me dijo que 
cambiara el número de teléfono y 
hasta ahí llegó todo”, relató. 

El Presidente de MALDEF 
hizo un llamado a las personas 
que viven en situación de abuso 
doméstico a que busquen ayuda 
para saber qué hacer en cada caso al 
teléfono 1 (866) 662-2876.>

years. I became homeless 
because I lost my job and, 
a bunch of other things that 
happened. Living in parks, 
rivers, in abandoned houses 
and next to the railroad 
tracks, I thought I was going 
to be on the streets forever. 
Now I have a home where 
my sons and grandkids can 
visit me and I am happy.” 

A federal represen- 
tative of The Executive 
Director of the Interagency 
Council on Homelessness, 
Philip Mangano made a 
stop in San Jose after leav- 
ing the same event held in 
San Francisco and spoke 
briefly about the homeless 
problem to a captive audi- 
ence just before heading to 
L.A, he said, “This is a hu- 
man issue, a human tragedy 
we’re coming together to 
bring an end to this national 
disgrace.” 

This event provided 
the homeless with tangible 
gifts, along with the tools 
to help them in their current 
situation. It also supplied. 
the priceless gift of human 
dignity through extending 
a helping hand to those in 
need in San Jose.

“The numbers alone show us how the 
Latin vote has grown since 1992. It is a 
growth so significant that no party can af- 
ford to ignore it,” said pollster John Zogby, 
president of Zogby International. 

The Hispanic vote will be decisive in 
such highly contested states as Arizona, 
Colorado, New Mexico, Florida and Ne- 
vada, the pollster said. As proof of this 
growth, Zogby said that in 1992 Hispanics 
made up 4 percent of the total of 92 million 
Americans who voted that year, while they 
are expected to constitute nearly 11 percent 
of the 130 million people forecast to go to 
the polls in 2008. 

Latinos contributed to the re-election 
of George W. Bush in 2004 when he won 
40 percent of the Hispanic vote, compared 


with 35 percent in 2000. Both parties are 
aware of the importance of the Latino vote 
- they have invested millions of dollars in 
ad campaigns in Spanish for years - but im- 
migration is a very volatile subject and the 
candidates, fearful of committing political 
suicide, appear unenthusiastic about a pos- 
sible “amnesty.” 

At a time when the Iraq war, health 
care and economic well-being are at the 
top of the agenda, the Democrats’ political 
outlook appears favorable, but on the subject 
of immigration “they could lose points,” 
he said. 

Larry Sabato, analyst and professor 
of politics at the University of Virginia, 
believes that Republicans have what it takes 
to lose, because of positions taken by a num- 
ber of them who are fiercely antagonistic to 
immigrants. 

He recalled that many Republicans lost 
in the congressional elections of 2006 after 

the House of Representatives, then under 
Republican control, rejected the immigra-

tion reform proposed by Bush. On the other 
hand it did approve, in December 2005, a 
bill sponsored by Rep. James Sensenbrenner 
of Wisconsin that made criminals out of 
undocumented immigrants and any who 
aided them. 

That measure aroused such disgust - 
and mobilized Latinos as never before - that 
it never came to a vote in the Senate. Latino 
discontent contributed to the defeat of more 
than one Republican in 2006. According to 
the liberal think-tank New Democrat Net- 
work, only 30 percent of Hispanics voted 
for + Republican in 2006. 

The volatility of the migration problem, 
amply demonstrated in the Republican de- 
bate last Wednesday in Florida, will come 
to the fore again on Saturday during the 
Democrats’ Heartland forum in Des Moines, 
lowa, where Sens. Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama and three other hopefuls will 
answer questions about immigration, health 
care and workers’ rights. 
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Proponen negar ciudadanía

Phoenix, Arizona (EFE) — Un grupo 
de ciudadanos de Arizona ha presentado una 
iniciativa para que se niegue la ciudadanía 
a los hijos de inmigrantes indocumentados, 
informó el periódico “Arizona Republic”.

“El estado de Arizona no debe registrar 
ningún certificado de nacimiento de ningún 
niño nacido de padres que están sujetos a 
un poder extranjero, que no debe alianza 
inmediata a los Estados Unidos,” indica la 
propuesta. 

Entre los que favorecen la iniciativa para 
negar la ciudadanía a los hijos de inmigrantes 
indocumentados nacidos en Estados Unidos 
se encuentra el legislador estatal Russell 
Pearce (R-Mesa), quien también planea 
presentar una iniciativa similar. 

El grupo que respalda la propuesta tiene 
de plazo hasta el próximo 3 de julio para 
recaudar las firmas de 153,365 votantes re- 
gistrados con objeto de que la medida pueda 
someterse a votación en noviembre del año 
que viene. 

Expertos legales que rechazan la pro- 
puesta consideran que para implementar una 
medida de ese tipo se necesitaría reformar la 
Constitución de los Estados Unidos.

_ Chávez reitera que 
insistirá en reforma 

El presidente venezolano, Hugo 
Chávez, dijo que la oposición logró 
un triunfo el pasado 2 de diciembre 
con el rechazo en las urnas de su 
reforma constitucional, y reiteró 
su intención de volver a someter a 
referendo esa propuesta “socialista”.

Monterrey, Mexico (EFE)— 
The end of service along a rail 
line linking southern and northern 
Mexico has reduced by more than 
half the number of Central Ameri- 
cans crossing this country to reach 
the United States, an immigrants 
rights organization said. 

In June, the firm running freight 
trains on the Chiapas-Mayab route 
ceased operations due to damage 
caused by Hurricane Stan in 2005. 

The Rev. Jesus Garza, director 
of the Casa del Forastero shelter in 
the northern city of Monterrey, told 
Efe that the end of the trains brought 
a steep slowdown in the northward 
flow of Central Americans. 

The Catholic priest commented 
prior to leaving for the border city 
of Nuevo Laredo to attend a gath- 
ering with other immigrants rights 
activists. 

Central American migrants 
hoping to reach the United States 
typically rely on freight trains to 
take them from the southern state 
of Chiapas to northern border cities. 
Scores of people are injured every 
year after being dragged under the 
wheels while trying to hop onto 
moving trains. 

The abrupt shutdown of the 
Chiapas-Mayab line left several 
thousand Central Americans stran- 
ded in Chiapas, and it took Mexican 
immigration authorities weeks to 
repatriate all of them. 

Prior to the end of rail service, 
between 50 and 60 people arrived 
every day at the Casa del Migrante 
in Monterrey, but “now we only 
receive from 13 to 15” per day, 
Garza said. 

More dramatically, the Casa del 
Migrante in the central state of San 


Luis Potosi has seen Central Ameri- 
can arrivals fall from 400 daily to 
100, the priest said. Without the 
trains, he said, Central Americans 
must make their way across Mexico 
largely on foot. 

“Now they are easy prey for the 
Mexican police who extort them, 
and the gangs,” Garza said.<>

Valencia, Spain — There was 
a time when this Mediterranean 
seaport was mainly known for its 
namesake oranges. That, and for 
being the home of paella (traditional 
Spanish rice dishes). Nowadays, 


Valencia is one of Europe’s fastest _ 


growing tourism destinations, hav- 
ing hiked its visitor count by some 
500. percent - to nearly 2 million 
guests a year - over the past decade 
and a half. 

“Tt used to be, no one came 
here,” said Valencia tour guide 
Josep Alberola. “Then tourism hit 
like an explosion.” 

Seeds for the boom were plant- 
ed in the late 1950s, after heavy 


rains caused a river winding through * 


the city to overflow its banks and 
flood the town. The river was later 
diverted to another course outside 
the city, leaving its seven-mile-long 
dried up bed to become Valencia’s 
future centerpiece for tourism. 
Today, the city’s visitors along 


with its 800,000 residents enjoy 
parks, ballfields, nature walks, 
recreational areas and quiet, island- 
dotted lakes along the old riverbed. 
Also sharing the bed - in sharp 
contrast to the tranquility of the 
parks and the charm of old-world 
Valencia a short cab ride away - is 


a mile-long development that looks - 


like it should be somewhere out in 
space. 

Called City of the Arts and 
Sciences, the $1.1 billion project 
was heamed down in sections over 
the past 10. years. First was the 
eye-shaped L’Hemisferic, a theater 
in a 50-foot-high sphere under an 
oval roof as long as a football field. 
Inside, IMAX movies are shown 
on an immense. screen that's also 
used in turning the sphere into a 
planetarium. 

Next, in 2000, came the Sci- 
ence Museum Principe Felipe. Re- 
sembling a giant ribcage, it’s packed 


with interactive high-tech exhibits - 


- everything from jet fighters to a 
DNA molecule soaring up over 100 


feet - aimed at giving visitors a fun 
way to experience the workings of 
life, science and technology. The 
museum’s motto is, “Touching is 
always permitted. 

The project went to the fishes 
in 2003 with the debut of Oceano- 
grafico, Europe’s largest aquarium. 
Here, visitors journey through the 
world’s seas and oceans on paths 


’ taking them through glassed un- 


derwater tunnels, pod-like viewing 
structures and a sphere as high as 
an eight-story building. All told, 
the’area is home to some 45,000 
denizens of the deep, from little 
moonfish to beluga whales. 

The latest addition is the Palau 
de les Arts Reina Sofia, opened 
in 2006 at a cost of a half-billión 
dollars. Shaped like a bike racing 
helmet, the 230-foot-high structure 
houses four auditoriums including 
a state-of-the-art opera house seat- 
ing 1,700. Among innovations, the 
performers’ words are translated (in 
your choice of seven languages) on 
a seatback screen in front of you.
